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SECTION  “A’’— STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Wetherby  Eural  District  can  be  roughly  divided  into  two 
sections,  one  part  forming  a  sector  radiating  from  Wetherby  to  the 
Leeds  City  Boundary  is  rapidly  developing  into  a  residential  dis¬ 
trict,  whilst  the  remainder  of  the  area  is  for  the  most  part  purely 
of  an  agricultural  nature.  The  main  local  industries  are  Build¬ 
ing  and  Farming,  but  there  is  no  evidence  in  either' case  of  exten¬ 
sive  unemployment.

4.807  per  cent  were  from  Tubercular  Disease. 
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Deaths  from  Puerperal  causes  are  almost  non-existent,  and 
it  is  remarkable  that  there  has  not  been  any  death  from  Puerperal 
Sepsis  for  six  years.

SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers. 

The  names  and  qualifications  of  tlie  staff  will  be  found  it  the 
commencem‘ent  of  this  report. 

Owing  to  the  prolonged  illness  of  Dr.  J.  A.  Hargreaves  your 
Council  have  appointed  Dr.  E.  K.  Hargreaves  to  be  Acting 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

An  additional  typist  was  provided  in  Mr.  Gray’s  Department 
and  Miss  B.  Seddon  commenced  duty  on  26th  September,  1938. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  Mr.  J.  Marriott,  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector  was  awarded  during  1938  the  “Ollett  Silver 
Medal”  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Association  for  a  paper  dealing 
with  Town  Planning. 

The  new  Council  Offices  were  completed  and  officially 
opened  on  29th  June,  1938,  by  Sir  Bernard  Lomas-Walker, 
K.B.E.,  the  Chairman  of  the  West  Biding  County  Council.  The 
facilities  now  provided  are  greatly  appreciated  by  both  Members 
of  the  Council  and  the  Staff  by  enabling  Air  Baid  Precautions  and 
other  additional  work  to  be  carried  out  under  more  satisfactory 
conditions. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  arrangements  for  this 
service,  viz : — 

Chemical  Analyses — Messrs.  Richardson  and  Jaffe, 

County  Analysts,  Bradford. 

Bacteriological  Examinations — Public  Health  Laboratory, 

County  Medical  Officers  Dept., 
County  Hall,  Wakefield. 

Ambulauce  Facilities. 

The  argangements  made  by  the  Council  for  these  services 
were  fully  outlined  in  my  report  for  1936,  and  so  far  they  are 
functioning  very  satisfactorily,  and  remain  unaltered,  viz:  — 

Private  Ambulance  in  Wetherby  and  reciprocal  arrangement 

for  use  of  Harrogate  and  York  Ambulances. 
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Mortuary. 

I  have  to  again  point  out  the  need  for  an  up-to-date  Mortuary 
and  Post  Mortem  Koom  in  Wetherby. 

The  present  arrangements  at  the  Poor  Law  Institution  are  un¬ 
satisfactory,  and  in  view  of  the  probable  closure  of  the  Institution, 
the  District  will  then  be  without  any  of  these  facilities. 

Prom  an  Air  Raids  Precautions  aspect  there  is  also  a  serious 
need  of  proper  accommodation  in  this  respect. 


Nursing'  in  the  Home. 

District  Nursing  Associations  now  serve  almost  the  whole  of 
the  District.  County  Council  Health  Visitors  render  beneficial 
service  in  and  around  Wetherby. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  District  Council  has  no  clinics  or  treatment  centres 
under  their  control,  but  the  following  serve  the  district : —

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CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS 

Analysts — Messrs.  Richardson  &  Jaffe,  Bradford. 
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Wetherby  District  Water  Company.  This  Company  now  supplies 
thirteen  whole  parishes  and  a  portion  of  another  township  out  of 
the  sixteen  parishes  forming  th'eir  statutory  area  of  supply.  The 
Company  can  now  only  economically  supply  one  further  parish, 
namely-Little  Eibston,  and  I  hope  that  ehorts  will  soon  be  made 
to  carry  out  the  necessary  works.  The  number  of  hous'es  supplied 
and  parishes  in  which  they  are  situate  are  given  in  a  later  table. 

Wetherby  Rural  District  Council.  Your  Council  now  supply 
nine  whole  parishes  and  part  of  another  parish  by  means  of 
four  separate  schemes. 

The  Eastern  Area  Scheme  supplying  five  parishes  was  comi- 
pleted  on  21st  September  1938  and  by  the  year  end  143  houses 
had  been  connected  thereto.  As  a  result  of  doubtful  analyses  of 
the  public  supplies  at  Kirkby  Overblow  and  Long  Marston 
lleservoirs  your  Council  decided  to  instal  Chlorinating  Apparatus 
at  both  schemes. 

Leeds  Corporation.  The  Corporation  maintain  a  satisfactory 
supply  of  water  to  the  Parish  of  Weeton  and  parts  of  the  parishes 
of  North  Eigton  and  Hare  wood.  For  the  supply  to  the  hamlet  of 
Wike,  in  the  parish  of  Harewood,  water  is  purchased  in  bulk  by 
the  Wetherby  E.H.C.  from  the  Leeds  Corporation. 

Lascelles  Estates  Company  Ltd.  This  Company  provides  a 
supply  of  water  to  a  large  part  of  Harewood  parish  including  the 
villages  of  Harewood  and  Weardley.  It  has  been  found  necess¬ 
ary  to  instal  Chlorinating  Apparatus  at  the  pumping  station  and 
the  work  was  in  hand  towards  the  close  of  the  year. 

Private  Supplies.  Systematic  analysis  of  private  water  supplies 
are  made  and  during  1938  a  total  of  127  samples  were  collected, 
of  which  25  were  polluted  and  36  of  suspicious  purity. 

89  houses  were  supplied  with  a  pure  supply  of  water  in  lieu 
of  polluted  supplies,  whilst  15  existing  supplies  were  improved 
and  eight  wells  cleansed  or  repaired  during  the  year.  Towards 
the  end  of  1938  your  Council  decided  to  investigate  the  possibilities 
of  a  public  supply  for  the  Parish  of  North  Eigton  and  full  details 
of  the  work  are  given  in  the  Surveyor’s  Eeport. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES  (Continued). 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 


There  are  now  3,907  houses  connected  to  various  public 
sewers  within  the  district  and  61  houses  to  private  works,  making 
a  total  of  3,968  houses  with  efficient  means  of  drainage.  This  is 
a  percentage  of  76wl2  of  the  total  number  of  houses  within  the 
area. 

The  Surveyor  informs  me  that  several  of  th^e  older  workers 
are  now  taxed  to  their  utmost  capacity  and  increased  expenditure 
must  be  anticipated  in  the  near  future  in  ord'er  to  extend  and 
modernise  the  schemes.  The  works  at  Thorner,  Spofforth, 
Weeton,  and  Wetherby  are  particularly  affected  in  this  way. 

The  following  extension  of  sewers  have  been  mad^e  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  building  developments: — 

Private  Sewers  (Section  17,  Public  Health  Act,  1937). 

2,047  yards  of  6”  diameter  sewer. 

468  yards  of  4”  diameter  sewer 


Public  Sewers. 

Wighill — 50  yards  of  6”  diameter  sewer. 

There  are  14  villages  without  sewerage  schemes  and  three 
other  villages  with  unsatisfactory  schemes,  and  of  this  number 
14  have  a  piped  supply  of  water.  I  must  therefore  point  out  that 
the  question  of  satisfactory  sewage  disposal  in  certain  of  these 
parishes  is  becoming  an  acute  problem. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAM  POLLUTION. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  stream  pollution  have  been  found  and 
abated  during  the  year.  Sixteen  of  these  cases  were  due  to 
the  discharge  of  house  drainage  direct  into  streams. 

The  difficulties  of  producing  a  constantly  satisfactory  effluent 
from  s'everal  of  the  older  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  alread,-/ 
been  mentioned  and  the  Surveyor  (Mr.  Gray')  in  his  report  also 
emphasises  this  point. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  following  table  outlines  the  work  performed  under  the 
above  heading  during  1938: —

A  small  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  at  the  Home  Office  Approved  School,  but  by  means  of 
early  isolation  and  quick  removal  to  hospital  the  spread  of  the 
disease  was  limited.

Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Slum  Clearance 
Programme.  The  legal  procedure  has  been  completed  in  all  but 
one  case,  and  to  date  66  houses  have  been  demolished,  7  closed 
and  5  reconditioned  out  of  the  137  houses  on  the  scheme. 

The  delay  in  completion  of  Council  Houses  for  rehousing 
tenants  of  these  condemned  houses  is  responsible  for  these  figure^ 
not  being  much  higher.  I  hope  to  make  Official  Representatioiib 
regarding  a  number  of  additional  houses  during  the  coming  year 

ABATEMENT  OF  OVERCROWDING. 

Five  new  cases  have  occurred,  and  42  cases  have  been  abated 
during  1938,  leaving  15  cases  outstanding.  The  Sanitary 
Inspectors  are  closely  watching  cases  where  overcrowding  may 
occur  by  children  attaining  the  age  of  ten  years. 

RECONDITIONING. 

Progress  has  again  been  made  in  the  repair  and  reconditioning 
of  defective  dwellings,  a  total  of  183  having  been  dealt  with  during 
the  vear.

It  is  proposed  to  proceed  with  this  work  in  a  systematic 
manner  throughout  the  district,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that 
one  large  property  owner  is  co-operating  with  us  to  a  remarkable 
extent  in  improving  his  cottage  property. 

NEW  HOUSES. 

145  new  houses  have  been  completed  during  1938  ,of  which 
number  64  were  Council  Houses.  As  a  result  of  a  careful 
inspection  of  the  rate  books,  it  is  definitely  established  that  there 
are  5214  houses  in  the  District,  of  this  total  1,664  houses  have 
been  erected  in  the  last  19  years  and  577  of  the  houses  are 
Council  owned. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  82  houses  in  course  of 
erection,  42  of  them  being  Council  Houses.

SECTION  ‘  ‘E.  ”  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 

OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 

Much  time  has  been  given  to  the  supervision  of  the  produc¬ 
tion  and  distribution  of  milk,  and,  in  all,  1088  inspections  have 
been  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  1938.  32  Dairy 

buildings  have  been  repaired  or  entirely  reconstructed,  11  new 
buildings  have  been  erected  and  four  old  buildings  closed. 

315  Milk  Farms  are  now  registered  with  the  Council, giving 
a  total  of  492  cowsheds  and  standings  for  approximately  4,333 

cows.  Full  details  of  these  are  given  in  the  report  of  thei  Sani¬ 
tary  Inspector.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  321  licensed 
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producers  of  Accredited  and  Tuberculin  Tested  milks  in  the 
area.  Generally  the  conditions  of  milk  production  in  the  area 
are  reasonably  good  except  in  the  case  of  some  of  the  small 
producers  and  butter  makers,  in  which  case  special  attention  is 
to  be  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  in  the  coming  year.

Repairs  were  carried  out  to  one  slaughterhouse,  four  dirty 
dirty  premises  were  found  and  quickly  dealt  with,  and  four  other 
contraventions  of  the  Bye-Laws  abated  during  1938. 


Ante-mortem  inspection  of  animals  is  carried  out  to  a  small 
extent,  but  owing  to  the  distance  apart  of  slaughter-houses  and 
variation  in  hours  of  killing,  much  of  this  work  is  impossible. 
Post-mortem  inspection  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  Marriott  (who  is 
a  qualified  Meat  Inspector)  in  strict  accordance  with  the  direc¬ 
tions  of  Memo  62/FOODS  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Health.

TO  THE  WETHERBY  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  for  your  information  and 
consideration  my  32nd  Annual  Report  as  your  Surveyor  and 
Sanitary  Inspector,  giving  details  of  the  work  carried  out  in 
your  Public  Health  Department  during  the  twelve  months 
ending  31st  December,  1938. 

The  outstanding  details  of  the  year  have  been  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  Housing,  Water  Supplies,  Supervision  of  Camping, 
Abatement  of  Overcrowding  and  the  extension  of  Public 
Cleansing  Services. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  progress  in  all  respects  and  I 
am  convinced  that  the  amount  of  work  outlined  hereafter  will 
be  read  with  interest. 

TOWN  PLANNING. 

The  No.  1  Town  Planning  Scheme  which  has  been  under 
preparation  for  3  years  was  made  by  the  Council  on  the  25thi 
of  June  last  and  was  deposited  with  the  Minister  of  Health  on 
the  1st  of  July,  1938.  This  scheme  has  yet  to  receive  the 
Minister  of  Health’s  approval  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  local 
inquiry  into  the  Scheme  will  be  held  during  1939. 
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The  No.  2  Town  Planning  Scheme  is  approaching  the 
Draft  Scheme  Stage  the  date  for  its  making  having  been  ex¬ 
tended  to  31st  of  March,  1939. 

HOUSING. 

(1) — New  Houses. 

The  erection  of  new  houses  has  continued  very  active 
during  the  whole  year,  but  there  were  signs  of  a  reaction 
during  the  closing  months  when  fewer  plans  were  submitted 
for  approval.  The  following  tables  give  details  of  building

During  the  ensuing  year  it  is  hoped  to  make  a  further  survey  of  a 
number  of  houses  which  it  may  be  desirable  to  include  in  the  Slum, 
Clearance  programme.  This  survey  was  held  up  during  1938  owrn,^ 
to  pressure  of  other  work,  including  A.R.P.  and  also  to  the  prolonged 
illness  of  Dr.  Hargreaves,  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(|||)_OVERCROWDiNG  ABATEMENT. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  although  5  new  cases  of  overcrowd¬ 
ing  have  occurred  due  to  children  reaching  the  age  of  10  years  during 
the  year,  there  are  only  15  outstanding  cases,  6  of  which  are  in  pro¬ 
cess  of  abatement. 

A  later  table  which  gives  a  summary  of  work  under  the  Housing 
Acts  shows  fully  the  progress  made  with  abatement  of  overcrowding; 
and  associated  matters. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  during  1938  checking  Rent  Book  len-r 
tries  of  Permitted  Numbers,  whilst  the  work  of  re-surveying  houses 
where  alterations  and  extensions  have  taken  place  will  apparently  be 
routine  work  in  the  future. 

(IV)— REv|CONDITIONING. 

29  Houses  have  been  reconditioned  under  the  Housing  Act,  1936, 
and  153  repaired  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  of  interest  in  the  Housing 
(Rural  Workers)  Act  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  during  the 
last  twelve  mouths  the  following  houses  have  been  reconditioned 
under  the  Act.

At  Alwoodley,  in  the  Parish  of  Harewood,  13  additional 
houses  have  been  connected  to  the  sewers  which  discharge  into 
those  of  the  Leeds  Corporation,  thus  making  a  total  of  27 
houses  so  connected.  ' 

To  other  schemes  in  various  parishes  in  the  District  65 
additional  houses  were  connected  during  1938.  These  connec¬ 
tions  have  enabled  10  cesspools  to  be  abolished  and  tl\e 
drainage  of  13  houses  removed  from  streams.

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SEWERAGE  AND  SEV7AGE  DISPOSAL. 

I  have  to  again  direct  your  attention  to  the  large  exten¬ 
sions  during  recent  yeai;s  of  sewers  throughout  your  district 
and  to  the  increased  dry  weather  flow  of  sewage  which  is 
iKung  received  at  the  Disposal  Works.  This  is  of  course  due 
to  the  building  developments  which  have  taken  place  through¬ 
out  the  area,  also  to  the  conversion  of  Privies  and  Earth- 
closets  to  Waterclosets,  and  to  the  installation  of  baths.  This 
has  necessitated  increased  attention  and  supervision  of  the 
Disposal  Works  and  additional  inspection  and  cleansing  of 
the  growing  miles  of  sewers  for  which  your  Council  are  re-* 
sponsible.  It  has  also  enhanced  the  difficulty  of  suitably  dis¬ 
posing  of  the  ever  increasing  amounts  of  sludge  product. 
Several  of  the  Disposal  Works,  notably  at  Spofforth,  Thomer, 
Weeton  and  Wetherby,  are  now  working  at  full  pressure  and 
I  am  compelled  to  point  out  that  additions  and  alterations  will 
be  required  to  these  works  within  the  next  few  years;  in 
addition,  further  assistance  will  be  required  to  maintain  the 
works  so  that  the  effluents  comply  with  the  standai'ds  of  the 
West  Riding  Rivers  Board.

The  Eastern  Area  Water  Scheme  was  completed  on  21,sjt; 
September,  1938,  and  was  officially  opened  by  H.  R.  Hard- 
castle,  Esq.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  Chairman  of  your  Water  Committee. 
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The  completed  scheme  supplies  the  parishes  of .^  Bilton-with- 
Bickerton,  Hutton  Wandesley,  Long  Marston,  Tpckwith  (with 
Cowthorpe)  and  Wighill,  and  to  date  143  houses  have  been 
connected  to  the  Scheme. 

It  was  decided  by  your  Council  to  have  all  public  sup¬ 
plies  within  the  district  analysed  bacteriologically  at  three 
monthy  intervals  and  as  a  result  of  this  it  has  been  con-t 
sidered  advisable  to  instal  Chlorinating  Apparatus  at  Kirkby 
Overblow  and  Long  Marston  Pumping  Stations. 

The  Kearby  High  Level  Automatic  Switch  Glear  was 
stalled  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  has  since  then  func¬ 
tioned  satisfactorily.

(ii)  Private  Water  Supplies. 

As  a  result  of  representations  from  the  North  Rigton 
Parish  Council  for  the  provision  of  a  public  water  supply  for 
the  Parish,  your  Council  decided  to  have  all  the  private  sup¬ 
plies  within  the  Parish  examined  and  this  work  was  well  ad¬ 
vanced  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  rights  of  supply  for 
North  Rigton  are  vested  in  the  Wetherby  District  Water 
Company  but  negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  acquisition 
of  these  powers  to  enable  your  Council  to  carry  out  a  scheme 
for  the  Village.

(i)  Factories.  (Factory  Act,  1937). 

This  new  Statute  which  came  into  operation  during  the  year 
has  made  many  changes  in  the  procedure  and  duties  of  Local 
Authorities.  The  definition  of  a  “factory”  is  fairly  wide  and 
divided  into  two  classes,  i.e..  Factories  with  and  F'actories  without 
rriechanical  power.  Building  and  Engineering  operations  are  also 
included  and  the  following  is  a  provisional  list  of  the  factories 
within  the  district.

(iv)  Petroleum  and  Carbide.  (Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act, 

1928,  Cellulose  Solution  Kegulations  1934,  Calcium  of 
Carbide  Order). 

There  are  now  25  Public  Petrol  Filling  Stations,  six  Private 
Petrol  Pilling  Stations,  and  19  Petroleum  Stores  licensed  by 
your  Council  for  the  storage  of  a  total  of  58,370  gallons  of 
Petrol,  this  being  an  increase  of  44  gallons  on  the  year  not¬ 
withstanding  the  transfer  to  Harrogate  Corporation  under  the 
County  Review  Order  of  one  Public  Filling  Station  having  a 
storage  capacity  of  5,000  gallons. 

There  has  been  a  further  decrease  in  the  number  of  licences 
issued  for  the  storage  of  Calcium  of  Carbide  being  five  as  com-

(ii)  Tuberculosis. 

Eight  new  cases  of  this  disease  have  been  notified  during 
1938  compared  with  12,  18  and  17  in  preceding  years.  Six  of 
the  notifications  were  in  respect  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and 
two  of  the  other  types. 

Three  cases  have  been  removed  from  the  Register  and  there 
have  been  seven  deaths  of  registered  persons  leaving  67  cases  in 
the  register  at  the  year  end. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  year  has  been  one  of  marked  activity  under  this  heading. 

The  Sanitation  Survey  mentioned  in  my  last  report  has  pro¬ 
gressed  reasonably  well  in  view  of  the  pressure  of  other  work  and 
approximately  half  of  the  total  houses  in  the  District  have  been 
surveyed. 

The  corrected  figures  at  the  end  of  1938  are  as  follows:  — 
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It  is  hoped  to  complete  this  survey  during  the  ensuing  year. 

Three  additional  parishes  have  been  included  in  the  Public 
Qleansing  area,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  78  per  cent  of 
the  total  houses  in  the  District  are  now  served,  whilst  the  total 
area  of  the  included  parishes  is  55  per  cent  of  the  area  of  the 
District. 

Owing  to  the  increasing  number  of  tips  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  appoint  a  workman  who  devotes  the  whole  of  his 
time  to  controlling  these  tips.  This  workman  commenced  duty 
on  26th  September,  1938,  and  it  is  now  possible  to  dispose  of 
refuse  on  the  lines  of  controlled  tipping.  Full  details  of  Cleansing 
Work  are  given  in  the  following  table:

Id.  which  has 
gone  to  the  relief  of  the  rates,  in  addition  to  providing  an 
essential  public  service.

North-Eastern  Centre  of  the  Association.
